THE COMPETITIVE PRINCIPLE. 

Eminent counsel, almost overwhelming in pres- 
tige and weight of authority, appear in behalf of 
the noncompetitive, or trust, principle in na- 
tiona] industry.. We beg leave to file a brief for 
that fugitive outlaw of the commercial world, 
competition, against pleadings formulated by 
such exponents of Big Business as Mr. Gary and 
Mr. Perkins, assisted by their advocates and 
special representatives in this issue, Mr. —T 
velt and Mr. Wickersham. 

Speaking in general of thé economies that must 
unhesitatingly be conceded to combination, the 
advantage is shown by analysis not to inure to 
the public. On the contrary, monopoly combina- } 
tions have been one of the most ruthless and ob- 
noxious of several] influences which have imposed 
unjust burdens in increased living cost on every 
man in the country, 

Interested motives impeach the reliability of 
the witnesses who testify against competition. 
aue exhibits they labei as benefits to the public 
should be labeled benefits for themselves. 

Against witnesses of manifest bias may be 
summoned a dozen generations of men who have 
lived under the common law, to whom monopoly 
has been ever hateful, by whom competition, even 
with its waste, would be defended, as promotive 
of industrial equality. Five hundred years ago, 
in the reign of Henry IV, a common law decision 
affirmed the equality of opportunity in ordinary 
business, in distinction from the exclusive oppor- 
tunity of the old trade guilds. 

If the forge, the loom, the work bench have 
suddenly been invested with a “special public in- 
terest,” they have not had during all these cen- 


‘turies, it is becamse vast fabrics of monopoly 


have beén built on them, comdemned by ten thou- 
sand precedents in the law on the day of their 
creation and on every day during theif? perpetua- 
tion. “The special public interest” in the sense 
meant arises because of a perversion from legiti- 
mate to pernicious ends.

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‘THE MILITIA IN WAR-TIME. 

“Ex-Soldier” writes the Post-Dispatch calling at- 
tention to the delinquencies of the militia in time 
of war. . 

History records their lack of military efficiency 
with painful clearness in many incidents of actual 
war. There are, however, some penalties people 
must pay for their unwillingness to countenance 
universal conscription. And, taking our late 
Spanish war, was it the militia or the profes- 
sional experts of the War Department who were 
to blame for feeding the troops embalmed beef, 
for picking out unhealthful camp grounds, for 
the neglect to enforce proper sanitary regula- 
tions? 

Analysis will show that most of the fearful 
blunders of that: war, commonly ettributed to the 
militia, would have been avoided, ‘if the profes- 
sional attaches of the War Department had ren- 
dered the service the country had a right to ex- 
pect of them.

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THE APRONED REMNANT.

Tuesday morning all we had to eat was one pound 
of canned beef and three hard tacks, with one pint 
ef coffee. But when we got back home there was 

not a man in our battalion that quit or was sick. 

Again, at Ludingtof, Mich., when two Polish 
children were lost in the trackless woods of that 
part of the State, our boys were sent out to find 
them, which we did, after the people of that sec- 
tion had given up, and we were all clerks and 
such like from the city and as your Ex-Soldier 
would have you believe not capable of hardships.

LEOPOLD'S ESTATE 


Court Holds Congo Fund on to 
Belgium, Not to Late King’ 
Property. |

BRUSSELS, Dec. 9.—Princess Louise of Belgium, 
the late King Leopold's eldest daughter, will have 
to worry along on her portion of the $3,000,000 
bequeathed by him to his three daughters, the 
Princesses Louiset Stephanie and Clementine, for 
She has lost her action for $10,000,000 against the 
Belgian State. She Jallezed the money had been 
improperly invested by her father in a fund 
known as the Niederfulbach Foundation for the 
purpose of disinheriting her and her sisters. 

Tr Belgian Government contended that the 
millions belonged to the Congyu Free State and was 
«therefore the property of the State, which took 
over the colony three years ago. The King left 
$6,000.00 of his tertune to Baroness Vaughn, his 
morganatic wife. 

Leopold, instead of handing over his profits in 
the Congo Fre State to Belgium with its essets 
and liabilities, concealed them under the form of 
a private investment. The Government. then 
claimed the King’s estate on the ground that 
they belonged to the Congo -nd should revert to 
the State. " 

King Albert last year renounced on behalf of 
himself and his children any claim on King Leo- 
pold’s estate. He did this to avoid scandal, but 
Princess Louise decided to fight. The court de- 
cided that $300,000 given by Leopold to the Foun- 
dation a few days before his death should be di- 
vided betwe.n Louise and Wtephanie, Clementine 
having co.apromised with the Government before 
the suit wag fought far $600,000. Princess Louise 
is expected to appeal.

EULALIA DID NOT WRITE | 


THAT BOOK, PARIS HEARS 





Friends Indigantly Deny Rumor That Attributes Author- 
ship of Memoirs That Spanish King Forbids Her to 
Publish to Another—Scandal Likely ‘to Cause Rich 
American Women, Introduced by Her Into Society, to 
Stop “Giving” Her Costly “Presents.”’

PARIS, Dec. 9.—As if to add to her sorrows of 
authorship a rumor is being circulated in Paris 
that Infanta Eulalia did not write “The Thread 
of Life,” the book which has caused her so much 
unhappiness already that she has fallen ill. The 
first public information “that Eulalia might not 
be alone responsible for the book which bears 
her name signed to the preface was an interview 
in the Temps in which an anonymous Spanish dip- 
lomat is quoted as saying with a significant smile: 

“The feature of the entire affair that astonished 
me most is the excellent French in which the book 
was written. I[ was not atware that Infanta Eu- 
lalia could write such perfect French.” 

Since then a report has traveled about the boule- 
vards that Infanta Eulalia was greatly helped in 
putting her thoughts into literary form by Jules 
Biers, a well-known writer who enjoys the ac- 
quaintance of the Infanta. It was Biers who first 
published the fact that the King of Spain had 
forbidden his aunt to circulate the book. 

The truth of the matter is that Eulalia speaks 
and writes French better than she does Spanish. 
She has lived nearly all her life in France, coming 
here with her mother when she was 2 years old.

Hardly a 
new book appears without a rumor of concealed 
authorship. “Marie Claire,” which made a literary 
sensation last year, was credited to half a dozen 
instead of to Marguerite Audoux, former sewing 
woman, who was the real author. 

The Infanta’s book,-as has been cabled, shows 
remarkably wide reading. That she received help 
in making these researches is likely, Mut if so, it 
probably was merely the help of the secretary. 
That the thoughts expressed in “The Thread of 
Life” are the rea] thoughts of Infania Eulalia no 
one who has talked on the subjects with her will

In view of the Infanta’s changed attitude 
ward her royal nephew, it is probable that 
book will be withdrawn from circulation. Only 
1000 copies have been printed, and almost all of 
these have been distributed among friends.

Already it has become 
practically impossible to obtain a copy of the book 
in Paris. : 

King Alfonso’s first telegram to his aunt, Eu- 
lalia, was sent without consultation with anybody 
except his wife, Queen Victoria. That accounts 
for the undiplomatic tone. 

TOO FRIENDLY WITH SOCIALISTS. 

The King and Queen had heard that Infanta Eu- 
lalia was perpetually criticsing and belittling 
them. What Alfonso especially resented was that 
she had become friendly with certain exiled Span- 
ish Socialists resident in Paris. That he regarded 
as treason. 

Fulalia’s defiance greatly damaged the position 
and prospects of her youngest son, Prince Louis 
Ferdinand and his wife, former Princess Beatrice 
of Coburg, for whom Alfonso really desired to do 
everything in his power. The Prince was to have 
rehabilitated himself on account of his marriage 


with Beatrice without the King’s permission and 


being deprived of rank and royal privileges by 
serving with the Spanish army at Melilia, Mo- 
rocco, But quickly tiring of campaigning’ and 
saying that he was ill, he returned home. That 
also angered King Alfonso because it excited the 
contemptuous criticism of the Socialists, who said 
that a common soldier should not risk his Ife for 
a moharchy whose own members would not fignt.

Her intimate’entree at any European court has 
long been a matter of the past. The Infanta has 
assiduously followed the role of her mother, old 
Queen Isabella,,in shocking every possible con- 
vention. Her sons were educated in England, at 
Eton, and she paid them frequent visits, but was 
never invited to Windsor Castle or Buckingham 
Palace. ' 

Her best friend among the royalties was King 
Leopold of the Belgians, whom she has always 
stoutly defended. But there has never been a 
public breach with her own court at Madrid and 
consequently, the leaders of the Faubourg St. Ger- 
main in Paris have always treated her with the 
utmost consideration and honor, and have been 
willing to forgive her anything. 

AMERICANS’ VISIT ANGERED KING, 

It is said here that her nephew, King Alfonso, 
would not have been quite so severe upon her if 
he and Queen Victoria had not been exasperated 
during the last year when she wert to Madrid in 
a touring car with a rich American woman and 
her husband, and actually presented the Americans 
at tea at the palace without an invitation. 

The American lady had recently published a 
book on Italian court life, writing about intimate 
visits to the homes of royalty and intimate con- 
versations with them. But the Spanish court is 
very different from the democratic one of Italy; 
and King Alfonso and Queen Victoria thought their 
royal aunt had contrived to give the American 
material for a book about them. s 

It f customary, whenever Americans are pre- 
sented at court in Europe, that it shall be through 
the American diplomatic representative, and no 
one else. But that would have meant, for this 
particular American woman, merely a formal au- 
dience, such as dozens of others have obtained. 

Infanta Eulalia’s audacity in thrusting the for- 
eignérs upon the King and Queen created a scan- 
dal which the Spanish court will not recover from 
for many a day. The worst of it all was that 
King Alfonso had to return his aunt’s call as a 
matter of etiquette, and also had to encounter 
again the two Americans. The English and 
American papers published in Paris later con- 
tafned columns about the visit of Americans at 
the Spanish court. 

Fulalia has many real friends in Paris who un- 
derstand the weakness of ber volatile, prodigal 
nature, and who probably would stick to her, even 
if King Alfonso should cast her off. 

But the “presents” which the rich Americans 
have showered upon her, after an inyitation to 
meet royalty, probably will cease. She will dis> 
cover that in her reckless, undisciplined method 
to obtain money from her book, she has killed the 
“goose that laid the golden egg.” .

HE human eye is one of the few 
things for which science hag not 
provided a substitute. Man has 

but two eyes and when their efficiency 
is destroyed, sight cannot be restored.

The company is headed by Otto Bach- 
mann, its president, who has devoted all 
of the 17 years of his businegs life to 
the optical business, and every man con- 
nected with the concern is an expert in 
his line. Mr. Bachmann has given h'‘s 
entire life to the study of the eye and 
the science of the optician, and he un- 
derstands every detail of the business. 
At the age of 14 Mr. Bachmann entered 
the employ of a St. Louis optical com- 
pany, and has worked up through every 
stage of the industry. He has ground 
lenses, made frames, examined eyes, 
and done everything in his line. 


Recognized Asa 
Lens Expert 


When the Western Optical Co. was or- 
ganized, in 1901, Mr. Bachmann, then 
recognized through the West as a lens 
expert, went with the concern, and four 
years later he bought stock in the com- 
pany. One year ago this month he ac- 
quired a controlling interest, and was 
made president.

Artificial ear drums enable the deaf to 
hear, and there are men now enjoying 
life and health without their stomachs, 
but no scientist has yet made an artifi- 
cia] eye that can see. 

“Science, however, has done much for 
the eye. By means of correctly fitted 
glass lenses, tired eyes now are rested. 
Byes with slight faults are made per- 
_ fect, and by means of these .enses the 
‘wear and tear on the eye is reduced,

“Kut the proper fitting of these lenses 
{s no child’s play and no carpenter’s 
job. It is am exact gcience and might 
also be called a high art. 

“Tt is a science, because the man who 
undertakes to aid nature in the matter 
of sight must first thoroughly under- 
stand his subject. He must know all 
about the eye. He must understand ex- 
actly how the light rays, passing 
through that wonderful mechanism of 
screens, lenses and nerves called the 
eye, registers on the brain that sensa- 
tion that we call sight.

| expert in the entire business, not just in 


his own line, as is the case in. most 
manufacturing establishments. From 
the refracting opticians in the retail 
shop down to the last grinders and as- 
semblers, every man knows every detail 
of the business. The opticians could go 
into the factory and’ grind the lenses 
with the same facility with which they 
diagnose the ailments of patrons, and 
with equal skill the grinders could go 
down into the retail shop and test eyes. 
However, with all of this knowledge, 
each man in the factory specializes, and 
hence is efficient in the highest degree. 

The company employs a force of 25 
men in its factory, and all of them are 
kept busy.

‘“Womco’’ Fingerpiece 
mountings for eyeglasses. 


Western 
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“special” lenses are required, the grind- 
ers take “stock” lenses that are nearest 
in contour to.the “special” order and 
grind them down to fit the prescription. 

The “raw” lenses come in “crown” 
and “flint” glass, and are cut in squares, 
considerably larger than the finished 
product. " 

When a prescription for a pair of 
glasses comes into the factory, whether 
it be from the company’s own retail de- 
partment, or from an outside customer, 
it is carefully inspected by Mr. Bach- 
mann himself before it is turned over to 
the grinders. If it calls for “stock” 
lenses, it is easily filled. An expert 
goes to the cases containing the thou- 
sands of lenses, and two that fit the pre- 
scription are selected. They then are 
tested with delicate instruments, to see 
that they are perfect. 


Lenses Carefully 
Selected and Tested 


The lenses finally selected and tested, 
are turned over to the workmen, The 
first man puts them in an instrument 
resembling a telescope, and the exact 
center is by it determined and marked 
with a tiny ink spot. A diamond-edged 
instrument then cuts the lenses to the 
proper size, either circular or oblong, ag 
may be desired, and a diamond drill 
pierces the necessary holes, if they are 
to be used in rimless mountings, 








The lenses then are so adjusted on 
grindstones that the edges automatical- 
ly are ground smooth. These grind- 
stones are of graduated smoothness, and 
a lens passes over half a dozen of them 
before it is ready for mounting. 

When the lens has been cut and 
drilled and the edges ground, it ther 1s 
polished with rouge on another wheel, 
and finally turned over to the assem- 
bler, who mounts it according to the 
prescription. When the work has been 
completed the glasses are returned to 
Mr. Bachmann, who personally com- 
pares the lenses with the prescription. 
All lenses are carried about the factory, 
from one process to another, in: individ- 
ual boxes, so that mistakes are impossi- 
ble.

HOLY GHOST CULT 
LEADER GUILTY OF 
CAUSING 6 DEATH 


Sanford May Be Sentenced to 10 
Years and $10,000 Fine 
or Both. 


SAYS GOD DIRECTED HIM 


Was Forbidden by Heaven to 
Land Stricken Crew 
in U.S. 


PORTLAND, Me, Dea  8.—Rev. 
Frank W. Sandferd, leader ef the Holy 
Ghost and Us Society, was found guilty 


of causing the death of six persons on 
board the yacht Coronet, by the jury in 
the United States District Court today. 
Sandford will be senténced Dec. 18. 

The jury was out less then an hour 
and returned a yerdict ef guilty on 
each of the six counts. The penalty for 
each of the offenses is a fine not ex- 
ceeding $10,000 and imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding 10 years. Sandford was released 
on $10,000 bail. 

When the Government concluded the 
presentation of evidence Sanfor@ was 
instructed that he might call witnesses 
and offer evidence and an argument in 
his defense. Sandford, who has refused 
‘told the Court he 
had neo evidence to offer. 

He asked to make a statement. 
This Judge Hale permitted him to do 
when court opened today. 

Having made the affirmation al- 
lowed to those who object to being 
sworn and addressing the jurors, 
Sandford declared that high heaven 
was watching to see that a fair trial 
was being given and he felt it was 

ne each official to give a frank 
statement of the voyage from his 
standyoint. He proposed, ‘he said, to 
embody in his statement seven facts 
essentia! to the correct understand- 
ing af the voyage of the Coronet. 

Destination in God’s Hands. 

The first that the destination of 
the Coronet was determined before 
the wreck of the ship Kingdom took 
place. It was expected to sail for 
Hudson Bay, Greeland, etc., he said 
and all were greatly disappointed at 
the wreck of the Kingdom off Mud 
Island, off the coast of Africa. 

The destination of the Coronet was 
inchanged by the wreck of the King- 
dom. This he stated as the second 
fact. With earnestness Sandford told 
of his instructions from God to continue, 
He said: ‘I sajd, ‘Father, what next? 
What next, now that we have this com- 
pany on board?’ I received this answer 
—and I make this statement advisedly, 
knowing what I am doing—I received 
this answer: ‘Continue.’ 

“T understood its meaning to be to go 
on with the work. It was thoroughly 
discussed, and finally it was decided 
to go on with the work which took 
us to the Far North. 

“We are disciples of God,” declared 
Mr. Sandford. ‘If we have not won 
that medal in the last 18 years, I Gon: t 
know who has.” 

Throughout his statement Sandford’s 
manner was that of a preacher rather 
than a witness. 

Mr. Sandford then explained that the 
destination of the yacht Coronet always 
was thoroughly discussed by members 
of the crew, men and women and fre- 
quently the children's opinion were 
asked. They prayed over the decision 
for hours and days, and some times it 
was weeks before a conglusion was 
reached. 


Forbidden ay Visit Us. 
His ‘‘third fact,’’ which he aomtended 


was essential, the jury should know 
was that he had been forbidden by God 
‘to visit the countries over which he 
prayed last year, and this precluded a 
return to the United States. In this 
connection Sandford spoke of the faith- 
fulness of his wife during the 18 years 
of his “service for the Lord.” 

The ‘‘fourth fact” for the jurors’ cen- 
sideration was that he and his people 
expected to receive an abundance of 
food from the fishing off the Grand 
Banks. Fifthly, he continued, they ex- 
pected to secure an abundant supply 
ot vegetables and fruits in Newfound- 
land, but were disappointed, and al 
he had made 2a mistake in his calcula- 
tions of the location of the Grand Banks 
ana sailed past them. 

It was then that the discontent among 
his followers began to manifest itself. 
He prayed to God, he said, and in the 
end the decision was reached to dis- 
obey God and turn back. 

Yacht Was Obedient. 

That the yacht Coronet has been 
characterized as having been entirely 
obedient to the will of God was the sixth 
contention. In his seventh fact he as- 
serted that the whole cause and explana- 
tion of the hardships which came on 
the Corronet and her crew in the last 40 


God’s will in turning 
voyage to the far North. This dis- 
cbedience he attributed to the spirit 
which had been brought aboard by the 
survivors of the kingdom. 

In closing Standford said that on 
the West Coast of Africa they had 
the greatest manifestation of the 
goodness of God, which modern man 
had received.

FEAR FAILURE OF PLAN 





Honest Men Tire of Paying As- 
sessments and Threaten to 
Quit Business. 


TULSA, Ok,, Dec. 9.—With the prac- 
ticability and perpetuity of the bank 
guarantee @eposit feature of the State 
banking laws threatened through heavy 
inroads into the guarantee fund be- 
cause of the wrecking of a great number 
of State banks during the past two 
years, the State Banking Board has 
found it necessary to take radical steps 
to protect honest State bankers against 
unscrupulous machinations of buccan- 
eers. Consequently, the State hag cre- 
ated the office of Special Prosecutor to 
the Banking Board, whose duty it is to 
investigate all failures of State finan- 
cial institutions. 

~Lemuel M. Lane of this city, at one 
time prosecuting attorney of Nodaway 
County, Mo., has been named for the 
place and, very soon, it i? expected, 
some startling developments incidental 
to the failure of a group of State banks 
will be brought to light through his 
efforts. Lane has been hard working 
on specific cases for more than two 
weeks. His plan is to work in con- 
junction with Isaac P. Crow, a State 
bank examiner and himself a very able 
attorney. 

Named for the Place. 


The great difficulty in bringing crook- 
ed State bankers to justice in Okla- 
homa is that under the deposit guar- 
antee law all depositors of -failed in- 
stitutions are paid in full, and it is dif- 
ficult to work up sentiment An a com- 
munity sufficient to effect a successful 
prosecution. 

Honest State bankers, who have been 
called upon time and again to con- 
tribute to the depleted guarantee fund 
owing to such failures, have been de- 
manding that the dishonest members 
of their fraternity be brought to jus- 
ice, just as the Federal Government 
makes a crooked national banker pay 
penalty for his misdoings. 

Probably the State Banking Board, 
however anxious it. might have been 
to put an end to reckless banking under 
the guarantee law, would not have un- 
undertaken special prosecution of such 
cases except for the fact that numer- 
ous and heavy special assessments to 
bolster up the gaurantee fund, during 
the present year, has caused scores of 
strong State banks. to give up their 
charters and nationalize. Early in the 
year, within a few weeks after the 
State Bank Board had made its last 
special assessment for the guarantee 
fund, 60 State banks nationalized within 
a few days. The next bank statement 
showed a great decrease in the assets 
of State banks and wonderful growth 
and prosperity of national banks. 

_Friends of Law Frightened. 

Members of the State Banking Board 
and friends of the guarantee system 
became alarmed. They saw that the 
guarantee system was a great incentive 
tc dishonest banking, just as opponents 
of the law had pointed out that it would 
be. They also saw that unless every 
dishonest banker was brought to justice 
every honest State banker would be 
forced either to quit business or nation- 
aulize his bank.

The guarantee fund is in unsatisfactory 
condition and a bank failure at this 
time would probably force another spe- 
cial assessment. For this reason the 
State Banking Board proposes to ‘“‘throw 
a scare’ into any banking organization 
which may be planning to fail with 
pockets full. 


Oklahoma City Mulcted Fund. 


Of approximately $1,300,000 paid to de- 
positors of defunct banks, $1,000,000 has 
been paid in Oklahoma City. The fail- 
ure of the Columbia Bank and Trust Co. 
there 18 months ago was the severest 
blow the guarantee fund has received. A 
grand jury investigation into that fail- 
ure was suspended and’the light has 
not been let into it yet. Other large 
banks that have failed and which cost 
the guarantee fund heavily were the 
Oklahoma Banking Co. of Muskogee 
and Creek Banking and Trust Co. of 
Sapulpa. 

The bank guarantee may be the best 
thing that could be devised for bank 
depositors,- next to the Postal Savings 
Bank, but the bankers who are com- 
| elled under the State law to take stock 
in it and become the ‘“‘goat,”’ declare it 
is a veritable nightmare uniess banking 
laws are made so rigid that only per- 
sons of proved honesty and ample means 
will be permitted to take out a State 
charter to engage in the banking busi- 
ness. The next Legislature will have 
to wrestle with its banking laws harder 
even that it did when the deposit guar- 
antee plan was first adopted.

; Startling declarations made by Fred B. Smith, leader of the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment, during his brief stay in St. Louis, have caused much discussion throughout the city. Some 
of the remarks are about St. Louis in particular, and the others have a general application to this 


ofty. 


Smith's assertion that St. Louis has a reputation in other places for the loose and immoral 
lives of many of its people, and his attack on 5 and 10 cent’shows as a degrading influence, from 


“which St. Louis suffers more than any other wity, 


have attracted especial attention. Most of the 


commient on these utterances has been unfavorable either to Smith’s sources of information or 


bis powers of observation. 


’ Smith was asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the source of his information. He said his state- 
ments were based on “circumstantial evidence and 
hearsay testimony.” 
'> “I am a stranger in St. Louis and have no per- 
gonal knowledge of conditions,” he said. “I have 
heard about the loose morals of St. Louis in 
‘various places as I have traveled about the coun- 
try. In some instances I have asked friends about 
@ertain specific conditions, and I have accepted 
their answers as correct. I believe that my state- 
Ments are true. In some of my general state- 
ments, the reference is to other cities of which 
I] have more intimate knowledge.” 
_~ Post-Dispatch repofters questioned a number of 
Bt.

man draft of Section 7.° Senator Ingalls 
of Kansas wrote Section 8, which mere- 
ly defines that the word “person,” or 

“persons,” used in the act shall be 

deemed to include corporations and as- 

sociations. — |

Approving of Bill. 

Senator Hdmunds, now in his eighty- 
fourth year, resigned from the Senate 
in 1891 after serving 23 years. He was 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, to 
which were referred Sherman's araft 
of a proposed anti-trust law and several 
similar measures and various amend- 
ments. Sherman’s draft was discarded, 
except the enacting clause, and Chair- 
man Edmunds, with the aid of the 
other members of his committee named 
above, created the “Sherman anti-trust 
law” as it stands today upon the Fed- 
eral statute books. It passed the Sen- 
ate with only one dissenting vote, that 
of the late Rufus Blodgett of Long 
Branch, N. J., who was a railroad 
president, and went through the House 
‘by unanimous vote. President Harrison 
approved the act July 2, 1890, and for 
nearly 21 years it has been a, Federal 
law. | | 
~ In discussing the import and intent of 
the measure the aged former Senator 
says that “both houses of Congress 
unanimously (with the exception of one 
vote in the Senate) agreed that to secure 
freedom and equality and protection for 
the commérce that the Constitution had 
authorized Congress to regulate, the 
safest and surest way was to denounce 
@isturbance of It in the simplest and 
all-embracing terms, without qualifica- 
tion or exception—fair play and justice 
for all, favors for none.” 


Urges Penal Provisions

It is of nation-wide interest just now, 
when present members of Congress are 
denying the efficacy of the Sherman 
law and proposing new statutes to deal 
with the trust problem, to note that 
Senator Edmunds, the author of the 
law's salient features, expresses in ef- 
fect the belief that this statute, if en- 
forced, is sufficient to curb combinations 
in restraint of trade. He urges that the 
penal provisions of the law be enforced. 
The penalties provided for violation of 
the statute are a fine not to exceed 
$6000, imprisonment for a term not in 
excess of one year, or both such punish- 
ments.

The daughter of one of the argonauts 
who crossed the plains by ox, team in 
quest of California’s golden fleece, Mrs. 
Harriet Chalmers Adams, who lectured 
in St. Louis last week, is famous as the 
most interpid woman explorer in the 
world. She is the wife of Franklin 
Adams, editor of the Bulletin of the In- 
ternational Bureau of American Repub- 
lics. 

She addressed St. 
Thursday afternoon on 
gonia to Paraguay,” and an audience of 
teachers Friday night at Central High 
School on ‘“‘The Andean Wonderland.”

Sociologist Tells City. Club 8- 
_ Hour Day Is the Price of 
Industrial Peace. 


UNDERPAY CRIME CAUSE 


He Closes Two-Hour Aadress 
With Defense of the 2,400,- 
000 Working Women. 


Raymond Robins, a Chicago soci- 
ologist, at a luncheon yesterday told the 
City Club that an eight-hour day is the 
price of industrial peace and there never 
would be a lasting truce between labor 
and capital until reasonable hours were 
assured to the working men and women 
of America. Robins, who is one of the 


Men and Religion Forward Movement 
workers, spoke for two hours on “Or~ 
ganized Labor.” 

He said that the unions asked many 
things for the betterment of labor, but 
the eight-hour day was the principal de- 
mand of all unions and would be de- 
manded until it was granted in every 
trade. 

Robins asserted that the vice and 
crime of the world today is largely the 
result of the overwork and underpay 
of workers. He declared employers were 
responsible, but that there can be no 
improvement of conditions except 
through labor unions. 


Working Women Not Invaders, 

The speaker talked on almost every 
phase of the capital-and-labor problem, 
but ignored the confessions of the Mc- 
Namaras. He closed his remarks with 
a defense of working women. He said: 

“There are in America today 2,400,000 
working women, and it is a mistake to 
say they have invaded manufacture and 
trade. They have invaded. nothing. 
They simply have followed their work 
from their homes to the factory. The 
making of garments, hats and such 
things that formerly was done by wom- 
en at home now is done in factories, and 
that is why women are there.”

PARTIES CALLED COWARDS 


Southerners Declare Fear of 
Election Causes Passage 
of Bills. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Representa- 
tives Samuel J. Tribble of Georgia and 
Martin Dies of Texas vigorously at- 
tacked the Sherwood pension bill in the 
House today. 

Mr. Dies denounced the bill as ‘‘an at- 
tempted campaign contribution of near- 
ly $60,000,000. He said there was cow- 
ardice in both parties, as advocates of 
the measure feared to vote against the 
bill because of the possible effect on 
election. — 

Mr. Tribble said the South had con- 
tributed to Union soldiers pensions with- 
out protest in the past, but the time 
had come for all sections to object to 
further increases. 

“The Democratic House cut its ex- 
penses $186,000,"’ said Mr. Tribble, ‘‘and 
now proposes in one act to add nearly 
$60,000,000 to the pension rolls.” 

“I think decapitation for a good many 
cowardly statesmen would do the repub- 
lic good,’’ declared Mr. Dies. He told 
members to go back ‘to their districts 
and tell their constituents that legisla- 
tion is a “game of buncomb.”’ 

“Somebody’s got to be brave enougn 
to risk his hide to stop some of the 
nefarious legislation,’’ he added. “If 
President Taft decides to veto the Sher- 
wood bill, I say:. ‘More strength to his 
arm)!’ ”’ 


280 LIVES BEGAN, 
201 ENDED HERE 
IN THE LAST WEEK 


Tuberculosis Principal Cause of 
Death Reported by City 
Health Department. 


The weekly report of the Health 
Department shows 280 births and 201 
deaths. Both figures are below those 
of the previous week, the record for 
that week showing 285 births and 311 
deaths. 

The absence of homicides is an un- 
usual feature of the week’s report 
and the suicides, reported are three 
less than the number reported last 
week, There were eight accidental 
deaths, three more than last week. 
The violent deaths geported are as 
follows: 

Suicides, four; 
eight. 

Tuberculosis made a large gain in 
the mmber of victims in the week, 
21 succumbing’ to that disease as 
against only six the previous week. 
Pneumonia cauged nine deaths less 
than last week, the record showing 
22 this week as against 31 last week. 


NATIONAL PARK IN 
COLORADO PROPOSED 


Congress Must First Appropriate 
Money for the Necessary 


Surveys. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The estab- 
lishment of a national park in Colorado, 
totally different in Cnaracter, it is said, 
from any existing park and much closer 
to the center of population than any 
of the present reservations, is recom- 
mended in a number of Jetters received 
by Secretary of the Interior Fisher. 

‘The general idea of having: a large 
park at or near the place proposed ap- 
peals to me'rsonally,” said Secretary 
Fisher today,” wut before such action 
is taken it would be necessary to have 
an examination made of the territory. 
Therefore, it would be necessary to sub- 
mit the matter to Congress, as the de- 
partment has no available money even 
for. the survey.” 

The park as proposed would include 
an area of about 600,000 acres. Portions 
of Grarid, Jackson, Laramie and Boul- 
der counties would be included, and the 
park would take in Long’s Peak, Grand 
Lake and the canyons of the big 
Thompson River.

Episcopal Church, Oklahorha 
City, Urged to Have Pun. 


PLAY-GOING ENCOURAGED 


Bishop Brooke Says Right Pleas- 
ures in Church Atmosphere 
Keep Young Minds Pure. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Dec. 9.—In 
the hall of the parish house of St. Paul’s 
Episcopa} Church at Oklahoma City the 
young folk of the church assemble once 
a week to enjoy music and dancing. Nor 
does their church forbid cards, even 
poker, if there are no wagers. And they 
are encouraged to go to the theater 
when a play with a mora! uplift comes 
to town. The Rt. Rev. Francis Key 
Brooke, Bishop of the Oklahoma Epis- 
copal diocese, says: 

“It is not for the older folk to try to 
curb the spirits of youth. Too many 
of us have forgotten when we were 
young. Young men and young women 
can be just as devout as we would 
wish them to be, and still have a good 
time, if we manage matters correctly. 
The biblical declaration that ‘Man can- 
not serve two masters, God and mam- 
mon,’ applies to sin, and not to the 
enjoyment of innocent pleasure. One 
can gamble with grains of corn and 
checkers. ‘Evil to him who evil thinks.’ 
Keep the minds of the young people 
pure, keep them within the atmosphere 
of the church, and let them have a good 
time.’’ 

Liberty Not Limited. 

Dean W. R. Celton, whose sermons 
reach the ears of a large and enthu- 
siastic congregation. says: 

“The attitude of the Episcopal Church, 
in common with the whole Anglican 
communion, toward dancing, card play- 
ing, theater going and the. like, is a 
matter of private conscience. No effort 
has ever been made to limit the liberty 
of the individual in such things. If 
there is any sentiment in the Episcopal 
Church opposed to dancing as a form of 
amusement, I do not know of it. 

There has grown up recently among 
those interested in social needs, a 
strong conviction that the church 
ought to take more active interest in 
the amusements of its people, It is 
urged that pleasure is a primary re- 
quirement of human nature and that 
the abuse of certain forms of pleasure 
is encopraged when they are left en- 
tirely out of the church's care, An at- 
tempt has been made in certain places 
to provide facilities for dancing un- 
der wholesome conditions in connec- 
tion with religious and social insti- 
tutions. ° 

Correct Influences. 

“The object igs to remove young peo- 
ple from the unfavorable influence 
of commercialized amusement places, 
not by putting the amusement under 


some form and under proper condi- 
tions. 

“Ever since St. Paul’s parish house 
was opened the main hall hag been 
used for dancing in conection with 
social gatherings of the parish. I 
should like to see all the young peo- 
ple of the community come and en- 
joy a good time with us. They do 
not need to be members of the 
ehurch. 

“Do I think that dancing leads to 
special temptation? No, not in itself, 
but if it is branded as immoral it will 
be very likely to gather about itself 
bad influence, and this is the fault 
of the people who place the brand. 
AS a general rule, people who are 
past youth recognize too little the ab- 
solute need of pleasure in the lives 
of young people. It is a very danger- 
ous thing to prune away natura] pro- 
pensities—to take away expressions 
for the desire of pleasure without 
substituting anything in their place.” 
Dancing Natural Pleasure. 

The deaconess of St. Paul's, Miss 
K. L, Patterson, is in hearty sympathy 
with Bishop Brooke and Dean (Col- 
ton, 

“Think of the young women here 
who are making their own living,” 
she says; “Many of them have no 
homes and have to live in  4gingle 
rooms, They are young and naturally 
crave pleasure. It is from these giris’ 
that the public dance hall gathers its 
recruits. 

“It is natural for the young to 
dance and there is no reason why they 
should not. It is our purpose to give 
them.a nice place, where they can 
meet nice people, and the influences 
all be pure. Anything that gives pleas- 
ure should be indulged in according 
to one’s conscience.” 


WHERE COTTON IS A 
GET-RICH-QUICK CROP 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Dec. 9.—The 
remarkable yield of eight bales of cot- 
ton from 2% acres is reported by L. 8. 
Ross of Harlingen, on his farm near 
that place. 

The cotton was planted Feb. 15, : in 
rows 3% feet apart, and thinned to one 
stalk cotton in the drill from 8 to 16 
inches apart. In July and August, 6644 
pounds of seed cotton were gathered 
and during September and October 3230 
pounds were added to the output. Seven 
of the bales weighed 500 pounds each 
and the eighth 440 pounds. 

On 42 acres adjoining, planted at the 
same time and in the same manner, but 
receiving less cultivation, Ross harvest- 
ed 76 bales.

JACKSON, Miss., Dec. 9.—Petitions for

traveling public the building that marks the finish of the terminal work which, 
has been under way since 1904. This is the new passenger station at the corner 
of Twelfth street and Lucas avenue. It represents the finish of a $6,000,000 
investment, covering the McKinley bridge, the Venice power plant, the Salisbury 
freight yards, the Broadway station and the freight, express and passenger 
station, train yards and shed at Twelfth, High, Lucag and Gay. The new ter- 
minal represents every improvement known in station building. Together with 
the train sheds it occupies a larger part of the block lying between Twelfth and 
High streets and Lucas and Gay. The waiting room, which takes up the larger 
part of the building, is one story in height, and a part of the building is taken 
up by a second story which contains offices for the use of the Vice-President 
Executive and other officials. These offices will be used by traction officials 
while in the city. All the general offices will remain as at present in Peoria. 


The exterior finish of the station is of iight stucco and is of a pleasing 
design. Large windows afford plenty of light and ventilation, and the entrances 
and exits are larger than the ordinary. The station building will be syrmounted 
with probably what will be the largest electric sign in the comntry. This will be 
over six stories in height and will contain over 3500 incandescent Nights. It 
will be read the length of Twelfth street as far as the city hall. Adjgining the 
station proper will be the train sheds, These will cover the station tracks, 
which will have @a car capacity of about fifteen trains. 


The interior of the station will have every convenience fdr the traveling 
public. The waiting room takes up practically the entire floor. There will be 
a good restaurant, smoking room and comfortable retiring parlors for ladies. 
A well equipped barber shop will be an added feature,

Then he and others, without 
stopping to dress completely, began a 
struggle to save the-contents of the 
638 lockers on‘the ground floor. They 
contained sweaters, shoes, jerseys, ten- 
nis rackets, golf balls and other athletic 
articles. 

The amateur firemen, arming them- 
selves with iron bars, pried open the 
doors of many of the lockers and car- 
ried their contents into the campus. 
Some of the men were garbed only in 
towels. Soon the stoke and water 
drove them from their labors. They 
seized their clothes and hastened to the 
Lopén air, gsouith of the clubhouse, where 
they dressed.

‘Lawyer Admits. This at Hearing 


of Husband’s Suit for Mar- 
riage Annulment. 


The tardiness of Mrs. Agnes Nash 
Marre yesterday in Judge Allen’s 
court in her husband’s suit to annul 
their marriage compelled her attor- 
ney to make an admission that 
Marre’s attorneys sought. It was that 
when the wife was a student in Sa- 
cred Heart Convent several years 
ago it was understood there that she 
was an Indian. The husband is al- 
leging that she has negro blood, 

After her testimony Friday, in 
which she denied the husband’s story 
of a forced marriage and his assertion 
that she was part negro, the wife 
was expected in court yesterday 
morning at 10:30 o’clock. She hadn’t 
appeared within 30 minutes after that 
time, so Judge Allen instructed the 
attorneys to proceed. It was then

Marre was recalled and denied the 
wife’s story they were married in 
Belleville July 8, 1908. He said he 
was at a fishing camp on Big Piver 
with other members of his family 
throughout the whole of July that 
year.

Prof. Irving Fisher, of Yale, 
Tells Round Table Club How 
to Eat Cheaply. 


WOULD. CUT OUT BUTTER 


Half an Ounce of Some Sub- 
sances Equals a Pound of 
Others, He Avers.

“Fifteen-cent butter,” instead of 
the kind for which St. Louisans are 
now paying 40 cents a pound, is rec- 
ommended by Irving Fisher, professor 
of political economy in Yale Univer- 
sity, who is now in St. Louis, as one 
way of meeting the _ cost-of-living 
problem. He is considered an au- 


thority on the cost of living. He has 
written a book on the subject and 
lectures extensively, 

“Fifteen-cent butter,” as most per- 
s0ns are aware, is not butter at all. 
It is sometimes termed “oleo,” while 
in certain boarding houses it 1s 
dubbed “axle grease.” 

But. Prof. Fisher declares that, not- 
withstanding prejudice, it is as 
wholesome and nourishing as butter, 
and he points out that the family 
which uses two pounds of butter a 
week can save 50 cents a week, while 
butter is at its present price, by us- 
ing the 15-cent article. 

“It is unfortunate,” said Prof. Fish- 
er to a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
St. Louis Club last night, “that people 
think they must have butter, and will 
not save the money they might save. 
by using substitutes. The chief evil 
about these substitutes, and the one 
the law has dealt with, has been col- 
oring them to make them resemble 
butter; but this coloring has been 
made almost a necessity by the gen- 
eral demand for something which will 
look like real butter, and it is still 
done in most places, in spite of the 
laws. 

Can Save by Curtailing Meat. 

“There is room for a good deal of 
saving in buying meat, but meat need 
not be a large part of the family diet. 
Vegetables are not so high as most 
other things, and flour, the great 
food staple, is regulated in its price 
by numerous conditions. Probably 
most persons can't save much there, 

“I knew a family not long ago which 
lived on an average food expense of 10 
to 15 cents a day for each member. I 
knew a man a few years ago who esti- 
mated that his food cost him $36 a 
year. Probably the same would cost 
him $50 a year now, with the higher 
prices, but even that is less than $! a 
week. The man was a robust bass 
singer and an athlete. Economy in eat- 
ing is partly a matter of learning food 
values. Half an ounce of some food has 
food value equal to a pound of some 
other substances,”’ 

Prof. Fisher spoke before the Round 
Table Club at the St. Louis Club last 
night on “The Rise in the Cost of 
Living.” He is the guest of Edward 
Hidden at the club. He will speak to- 
morrow at a luncheon before the City 
Club, and in the afternoon at the 
Wednesday Club before women’s organ- 
izations, on various phases of the same 


topic. 





Does Not Blame Tariff. 

In his address last night he did not 
include the tariff among the possible 
causes of the: high cost of living. He 
explained that this was because the tar- 
iff was much the same before the cost 
of living advanced so remarkably. “A 
general lowering of the tariff will make 
living cheaper,’’ he remarked, ‘‘but the 
tariff has been a constant burden for so 
long that it cannot be considered the 
chief cause now.” 

He said prices in this country have 
risen 50 per cent in the past 15 years, in 
Germany 30 per cent and in England 20 
per cent. This applies, he said, not only 
to food, but to coal, steel, building ma- 
terial and other general necessities. 

In suggesting remedies, he said that

chasing power of the dollar could, In 


his opinion, best be regulated by an ex- | 
tension of the gold exchange standard] 


and the re-establishment of a seignor- 
age on gold. But the first step, he

international commission to study the 
subject from a world-wide standpoint 
and propose remedies which could be 
generally accepted with confidence. Prot. 
Fisher went abroad last summer in be- 
half of the movement for such a com- 


mission.

But his report brought out clearly— 
both by numbers of players drafted and 
purchased and from the amount of 
money involved—that the major leagues, 
elubs- -and their allies in the ‘“‘big little 
leagt es” are striving in spite of their 
own'rules and the laws of the National 
Commission to corner all the desirable 
baseball talent in the country—to con- 
trol 3t and to retain an interest in the 
player even after selling him back to 
the minor league.

But, secondly, and this was brought 
out strongly at San Antonio, the major 
league club owners have been for years 
quietly buying into the big minor league 
clubs, so that now they can at least 
provent hostile action either in the 
American Association, Eastern or West- 
ern League.

WATER FOR DRINK HABIT 
Burial Service. Over Dog’s Hind 
Leg Guaranteed to Banish 
Fits. 





Hundreds of clairvoyants, fortune tell- 
ers, faith healers, divine healers, men- 
tal healers, masseurs and healers under 
other guises are daily obtaining large 
sums of money from the credulous pub- 
lic, says Albert H. Lawrence, chief in- 
spector of the Health Department, who 
is engaged with his assistants in ex- 
posing them and having them arrested 
and fined for failing to obtain licenses 
to practice. 

Lawrence has been employed in this 
capacity in the Health Department for 
three years, and in that time he and his 
assistants have had more than 200 cure- 
alls arrested and fined, the fines aggre- 
gating $15,000. In that time Lawrencs 
has simulated many diseases in getting 
evidence. In many cases he has re- 
ceived the treatments offered, in one 
case receiving a bruise on his back 
which he bore for three weeks. 

Fake Cures Are Novel. 

Diagnosis of disease by drawing a 
card out of a deck, by tying a knot in 
a handkerchief belonging to the patient 
Land feeling the patient’s bones are some 
o novel methods that Lawrerice has 
encountered in his work. 

The cures offered are as novel. A 
clairvoyant once treated him for stom- 
ach trouble, Lawrence says, by making 
passes over his head. Then she advised 
him to get the hind leg of a dog, take 
it to a graveyard at midnight and bury 
{it by the light of the moon. The advice 
cost her a $200 fine. , 

A faith healer told one of his assist- 
ants, who is six feet tall and of splendid 
physique, that he was minus one lung 
and probably would not live more than 
8 few months. She said she could cure 
him by wrapping his lower limbs with 
red tape, the tape tied in bows at the 
knees. It was found later that this 
woman had used this treatment on a pa- 
tent that died of tuberculosis. 

Cure for Drinking. 

A woman clairvoyant informed Law- 
rence when he called on her for med- 
ical advice that he was a victim of 
strong drink. She proposed to cure him 
ty his placing a bucket of water under 
his bed for three nights and pointing 
his shoes with the heels to the north. 
He was soothed with the music .of 
chimes while she was giving the advice 
for which she wanted a fee of $35. 

A chiropractic treated him for liver 
trouble by placing him face down with 
his head cn one stool and his knees 
on another. The operator kneaded his 
spine with his hands and then used his 
knee, inflicting bruises. 

Curing Ceafness by giving patients 
furny books to read, treating by sound 
waves from classic music played on a 
piano, standing a patient in a bath tub 
and turning the hose on them are some 
of other treatments offered. 

Demand Big Fees. : 

Epllepsy, rheumaism, nervous allments 
stomach trouble and tuberculosis are the 
chief ills, Lawrence says, which the 
healers claim to cure. They always de- 
mand a fee, he says, far above the 
means of the patient and then accept a 
smaller fee, with the guarantee to cure 
omitted. Thus the patient has no re- 
course when the treatment fails. 

But some of the healers and men who 
Lose as surgeons actually perform op- 
erations. Cancer specialists are the 
worst offenders, Lawrence says. Some 
of them go so far as to extract tumors 
and cancers, exhibiting pleces of- chick- 
en liver as the malignant growth. One 
case is on record where a woman was 
operated upon for a tumor. She slipped 
the ‘‘tumor’’ into her handbag while the 
‘surgeon"’ had his back turned. When 
it was analyzed the “tumor” was found 
to be a piece of roast beef. And the 
woman paid $65 for the operation. 

Many Are Illiterate. 

Ninety per cent of these so-called 
healers are illiterate, according to Law- 
rence. They would not:.only not be 
able to pass an examination on medical 
subjects, but most of them would not 
be able to pass one in the ordinary 
branches of learning. 

A chiropractic who was arrested and 
} fined had studied his art for a year in 
a school in Iowa. He had attended 
school until he was 11 years cld. He 
was a barber before he decided to be- 
come a “doctor.” His ‘medical’ edy- 
cation cost him $100. A carpenter in 
Walnut Park, who was also a chiro- 
practic, pummeled an assistant on the 
back until he was out of breath. 

In almost all instances where there is 
a suspicion that person are violating 
the law Lawrence visits them person- 
ally to learn their method. Then he 
sends an assistant to get the evidence. 
He changes assistants from time to 
time so that they will not become 
known. 

Has Hed Many Diseases. 

Lawrence himself has taken treat- 
ments for most ailments to which adults 
are subject. He says it is easy enough 
te have the symptoms of most diseases 
and to prepare a history that will bear 
ou the symptoms, But in obtaining evi- 
dence against those who olaim to cure 
epilepsy it is always neceSeazy to 
“throw a fit’ before arrangement for 
treatment will be made. He says he 
can have an epileptic fit on a moment’s 
notice.

Orville Smith of Danville, ML, 
Seeing the Sights, Finds 
New Acquaintances. 


SHOWN BIG ROLL OF BILLS 


Protests Against Arrest, but 
Opens Eyes on Seeing Friends 
in Rogues’ Gallery. 


Orville Smith steod at Broadway and 
Olive street at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, craning his neck to see the tops 
of the tall buildings.

The 
stranger said he was from Milwaukee 
and that reminded him he’d like to 
buy Orville a glass of beer. 

They had the glass and were going 
along Sixth street when, at the corner 
of Sixth and Pine, they met another 
well-dressed man who asked the way 
to ah express office. 

The three continued walking and the 
newcomer, in a burst of confidence, 
showed a roll of bills “big enough, by 
heck,” as Orville later remarked, “to 
choke a mule.” The man said thig roll 
contained $5006. 

In the meantime Detective Richard 
Joyce and Supt. John Shea of the Bu- 
reau of Identification had noticed the 
party and spotted the strangers as con- 
fidence men with a prospective vic- 
tim in tow. As the detectives ap- 
proached the three one of the men said 
to Orville: 

“If those men ask us anything, keep 
still.

Strange Career of Man Who 
Made $1a0,000, Lost Part of 
It and Worked as Porter. 


HAD $18,500: IN BONDS 


Brother Declares Ward Had 
Spent All of His Life-in 
Chase for Money. 


Investigation made yesterday by La- 
clede Gas Light Co. inspectors into the 
death of William E. Ward, who was 
asphyxiated in a rooming house at 718 
North Third street, and who left bonds 
worth $18,500, the remnant of a fortune, 
in a safe deposit box, indicated that a 
contrivance attached to the gas pipes 
in the basement caused the fatality. 

The appliance was designed to check 
the flow of gas and lessen its volume. 
It had worked badly of late, according 
to Mrs. Tillie Meyers, proprietor of the 
rooming house. She believes that it at 
one time shut off the gas, and that 
then, while Ward slept in his room 
with the jet still open, the mechanism 
permitted the flow of gas again. A 
verdict of accident was returned by a 
coroner’s jury yesterday. 

At the gas company’s office it was 
stated that the appliance was not one 
attached by the company, but that it be- 
longed to a concern with which the gas 
company has been in litigation. An in- 
junction was obtained forbidding the 
concern to molest the part of the pipe 
next the meter, owned by the company, 
but it still has the right to cut the con- 
sumer’s pipe if he wishes the appliance 
installed. 

The contrivance is in the form of a 
bowl and cup, around which the gas 
flows. The pressure of the cup lessens 
the pressure and sometimes, when the 
pressure is weak, is believed to stop the 
flow of gas altogether. Mrs Martin tes- 
tified that the gas had suddenly gone out 
several times in the last few days, but 
that the fluid continued to escape from 
the burners. | 

Ward, who worked as a $10-a-weck 
porter in a dry goods store, left no will, 
so far as is known, and Public Adimin- 
istrator Troll yesterday took charge of 
the estate, and found 37 bonds of $000 
each of the Greene County (Mo.) Court- 
house issue. The key to the box was 
found in Ward’s trousers pocket. F. A. 
Wind, attorney for Ward's relatives, 
witnessed the opening of the box. 

According to relatives who came to 
St. Louis yesterday, Ward was a 
strange character absorbed in accumu- 
lating money. It was shown that less 
than two years ago, while employed as 
a floorwalker by the Jones Dry Goods 
Co. of Kansas City, he loaned his em- 
ployers $46,000 to stave off a failure. 
When the company. went into the hands 
of a receiver he recovered only $18,000 of 
his money. 


Once Had $100,000. 
Ward's brother, L. B. Ward, was 


greatly’ surprised when he learned on 
arriving in St. Louis yesterday that 
Ward had been working as porter in a 
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’ 
was so cheerful that we thought he 
must have got most of his. money back. 
We never knew he was working and 
living in a cheap rooming house in St.

This caused Harbaugh to make in- 
quiries about Ward, and he learned that 
the porter had been interested in the 
Jones Dry Goods Co. in Kansas City.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—“The Navy 
Department has no other evidence con- 
cerning. the blowing up of the battle 
ship Maine than that gathered by Ue 
Sampson and Vreéland boards. All the 
Sampson Board's report was made pub- 
lic. The Vreeland Board’s report will 
be made public. It only confirms the 
findings of the Sampson Board.”’ 

This was the statement of one of the 
naval officers of the Vreeland Board, in 
answer to the charge by Col. 
Ewing Brady of Kansas City that the 
Government had all the facts concern: 
ing the Maine disaster. 

This officer said that none of the evi- 
dence gathered could determine whether 
it was a mine or floating torpedo which 
destroyed the Maine, other than the 
condition of the Maine. No wires of 
any description other than the Maine's 
were found by engineers removing the 
wreck. No off®er could be found why 
would admit knowledge of a person 
named Jose Zavaldo. 

The Spanish Legation, through Min- 
ister Juan Riano, makes it clear that 
the Spanish Government recognizes 
that the second report is no more sat- 
isfactory than the first, inasmuch as 
it does not attempt to explain the ex- 
istence of a mine, and merely as- 
sumes a mine destroyed the battle- 
ship. 

So far as inquiry could ascertain 
today, Spain expected a verdict from 
the Vreeland board exonerating Spain 
from the blame. It would have been 
possible, according to Spanish offi- 
cials, to make a suitable reply had the 
latter been the case, 

“The Spanish Government consid- 
ers the incident closed,”’ said Minister 
Riano, “and it rests wholly with the 
Urited States to conclude matters to 
the point where they will be satis- 
factory. The matter may be said 
to rest where it has rested since the 
end of the war—in the mutual good 
will: and peace between the two na- 
tions. As for Spain, she will not act 
under any circumstances, as it is not 
within her province to do so.”

When the young woman, ’faultlessly 
tailored, took the stand, she was 
asked by Attorney Ponnell, represent- 
ing. Mrs. Pruschansky, if she ever 
had kissed Pruschansky. 

“T wouldn’t kiss any man who wore 
& mustache,” she replied emphatical- 
ly. ‘“‘My father hasn’t kissed me since 
I have been grown.” 

The trial, which has been in prog- 
ress several days, came to a close 
yesterday, and Judge Homer took the 
case under advisement. 

Miss Owens Cause of Jealousy. 
Pruschansky alleged extreme jealousy 
on the part of his wife as one of the 
principal reasons for his divorce suit, 
and the evidence showed that Miss 
Owens was the principal cause of the 
jealousy. Mrs. Pruschansky testifiedthat 
while she was taking tickets at the 
gate of Ramona Park during a picnic, 
her husband and Miss Owens went row- 
ing and sat on a bench, holding hands. 

Miss Owens admitted that she and 
Pruschansky went rowing on the lake 
for about fifteen minutes, and Said 
Pruschansky was such a poor oarsmen 
that he got the skiff stuck on a mud 
bank, which caused Mrs. Pruschansky, 
standing on the shore, to break into 
tears and hysterical cries.. Miss Owens 
said she cried, tog, when she saw how 
the incident was affecting Mrs. Prus- 
chansky. 

She denied that Pruschansky held her 
hand, saying he merely took her by 
the hand to assist her up jhe bank 
after he got the boat to the shore. She 
said she had visited the Pruschansky 
home at 4127 Olive street many times, 
and:-that she and Mrs. Pruschansky 
cnce were the best of friends. She said 
that Pruschansky did not appeal to her 
except as a business partner. 

Wouldn't Have Him As Gift. 

“T don’t want him,” she declared. “I 
wouldn’t have him as a gift, and I don’t 
want to be accused of trying to steal 
him.” 

Mrs. Julia Powell, a handsome and 
stunningly dressed woman, asserted 
most positively that a private detective 
had strayed from the truth in testify- 
ing he had seen her and Pruschansky 
in a Washington avenue cafe with two 
bottles of beer on the table between 
them. ‘ 

“Beer doesn’t look good to me,” she 
said. “‘Furthermore, I never was in 
that cafe with Pruschansky, although I 
tave been there with my daughter.” 

During the reading of a deposition by 
Miss .Stella Dansiger of Chicago, a 
niece of Pruschansky, Mrs. Pruschan- 
Sky became hysterical and had to be 
taken from the courtroom by her 
daughter, Dena, 17 years old. She also 
cried at other points df the case, shak- 
ing her head and muttering denials of 
certain testimony. 

Pruschansky testified that his wife 

was so jealous she used to sleep with 
a razor under her pillow, and that she 
would not discard the weapon until 
he announced that he would not come 
home agajn as long as she kept it. 
He said his wife often called him 
bad names, once provoking him to 
such a'rage that he chased her ‘out 
of the tailor shop. Mrs. Pruschansky 
and her daughter testified that Pru- 
schansky had a pair of scissors in his 
hand during the chase, but he denied 
this. 


Admjts Only Small Poker. 

Mrs. Pruschansky accused her hus- 
band of gambling, but he said he did 
not plunge beyond the limit of small 
poker and “traps games, which took 
place at the home and in which Mrs. 
Pruschansky took part, 

“Once I got lucky and won $125 
from a bunch of fellows,” said Pru- 
schansky, “and the very next night, 
through my wife’s urging, I spent the 
whole amount at a charity bazar,”

As a matter of fact, the cause of the 
Orleanists, the most important branch 
of royalism in France, has shrunk to a 
mere shadow. Tourists, particularly 
Americans, visiting France, are prone 
to discuss the possibility of the mon- 
archy some day replacing the present 
republic. But these discussions spring 
more from romantic speculation than 
from any knowledge of the situation. 
The French Republic was never strong- 
er, more solidly placed on its founda- 
tions than at this moment. The Royal- 
ists proclaim themselves openly in the 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies, bur 
their number is insignificant; they fail 
to hold even the balance of power when 
the other parties are closely divided. 

Among the working classes no desire 
for the restoration of the monarchy 
is apparent. The last stronghold of 
those who still retain loyalty to a 
King of France is found among the 
aristocracy. The Catholic Church has 
always been royalist in its tendencies, 
but since the separation of church and 
state this influence is not as far reach- 
Ping as it was. 

Many officers in .ce French army and 
perhaps the majority of those holding 
highest rank in the navy belong to 
the old nobility or aristocracy, but the 
new generation is quickly. crowding 
these representatives of the ancient 
life of France into the background. In

Would Napoleon have conquered three 
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armies in detail, each larger than his own, 
if his enemies in Italy had possessed a fleet 
of aeroplanes to spy on his dashing move- 
ments ? 

Seers, looking into the future, see in the 
aeroplane a great instrumentality for peace. 
It may end a conflict between warring na- 
tions by bearing proffers of capitulation or 
of mercy. It may fly, more swiftly than an 
express train, from hostile capital to capital 
with papers of negotiation for peace. 

Its employment as the “‘eyes”” of an army 
may make Military surprises, such as spelled 
victory for many generals from Caesar 
to Stonewall Jackson, impracticable. Its 
horrid potentialities as an engine of de- 
struction, dropping deadly bombs upon 
armies, forts and cities, may make the idea 
of war insupportable to refined peoples. 
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The Italian Minister of War, Spingardi, 
accepted volunteer aviators to the number 
of 24, ineluding such nationally celebrated 
names as Manisero, Rossi, De Droce, Ra- 
massotti, Ruggerone, Da Sava, Cagno, Ve- 
rona, Pizzagalli and Gianfelice.

While, for the early “discovery” of Harrold 
as a boy soprano, a Muncie newspaper and 
Prof. Ernestinoff, the Indianapolis orchestra 
director, may be entitled to credit, equal oredit 
likely is due to M:dame Schumann-Heink.

Capturer’s Own Story of the Long Search That Ended in the Arrest of McNamara 
and McManigal and How He Secured the Evidence That Forced Their Confessions

HEN Burns began to talk about 
\W the case of the Los Angeles dy- 
namiters it was amusedly, wita 
the pleasure of a business man relat- 
ing the intricacies of some ‘“deal”’ that 
he had just closed successfully. “You 
he said, “‘we began on this in- 
vestigation away back in September, a 
month before the explosion in Los An- 
geles, Sept. 4, 1910, Sunday night. 

“At least, that was the night of the 
dynamiting that we were first called in 
on. 

“On Sunday night, Sept. 4, about halt 
past 10, there were two explosions in a 
foundry belonging to Lucas & Sons in 
Peoria, Ill One wrecked the foundry 
and the other damaged a big hoisting 
crane in the yard; and the night watch- 
man would have been killed if he hadn't 
been met just outside the building by 
sone friend who was going by and 
stopped to talk to him. 

“Almost at the same minute another 
explosion blew up some bridge girders 
that were lying in the yards of the Peo- 
ria & Pekin Union Railway, about four 
miles away, in East Peoria, acros§ the 
Illinois River. The explosive was evi- 
dently nitroglycerin; it had gone 
through a big, solid girder like a paper 
hoop, and fused the edges of the hole in 
a white heat. 

“There had been rain about 10 o'clock, 
and some of the yard watchmen had 
taken shelter in an empty box car. They 
came out again at 10:20. Ten minutes 
later the explosion broke up their box 
car, so there wasn’t enough of it left 
to clear away. If they hadn't got back 
on their jobs as. soon as the rair 
stopped, they would never have punched 
another time clock.” 


Sent Out Chicago Men. 


see 


E laughed good naturedly. “The 
H girders beldnged to McClintic, 
Marshall & Co. of Pittsburg, one 
of the largest concerns of this kind in 
the world. They were building the bridge 
@cross the river for the railway. They 
wired my Chicago office and I sent out 
cre of our best operatives to get on the 
ground and begin.’’ 
He put out an explanatory hand, ar- 


restingly. ‘‘Now, let me tell you, first, 
that these Peoria explosions werer't 
ai1ything new in their line. The Inter- 
ational Association of ‘ Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers had called a 
national strike against the American 
ridge Co. in August, 1906, because a 
subcontractor was hiring nonunion men. 
Two or three attempts were made during 
the summer and fal! of 1905 to dynamite 
works that the company was engaged 
on, and some nonunion workmen were 
asftaulted—one blinded on a Buffalo job 
ty having acid thrown in his face, and 
a timekeeper there beaten unconscious; 
and twice dynamite was found in the 
lireboxes of hoisting engines—and that 
sort of thing. 

“Then, on May 1, 1906, most of the 
lurge structural iron companies got to- 
gether under the name of the National 
Erectors’ Association, and declared for 
the ‘open shop’—for the right to employ 
union and nonunion workmen as they 
leased, and for the power to protect 
their companies and their investments 
frein the absolute and irresponsible dic- 
tation of walking delegates, such as the 
notorious Sam Parks. So the fight for 
the ‘closed shop,’ which the unions were 
trying to force on the companies, nat- 
trelly spread all over the country.”’ 

Troubles Localize in Ohio. 
46 T was in 1906 that they found the 
first ‘clockwork bomb’—on a Pitts- 
burg Construction Company’s job 
in Cleveland. I'll explain what I mean 
by a clockwork bomb in a minute. 

“In 1907 the troubles seemed to localize 
in Ohio. The American Bridge Company 
lost a boisting engine in Cleveland, and 
there were explosions on a Cleveland 
Short Line bridge and a viaduct at Mills 
Creek on the Lake Erie. A McClintic- 
Marshall man had his: skull fractured 
by an assailant at Pittsburg and a fore- 
man on a Pittsburg Steel job in Ashta- 
bulla, O., was assaulted, and he shot and 
killed one of the men attacking him. 
The Cleveland local union was involved 
in this assault, and the Erectors’ Asso- 
clation got the idea that the Cleveland 

- union was responsible for most of the 
explosions. 

“In 1908 the dynamitings amounted to a 
‘reign of terror.” We were given a record 
for that year of 20 big explosions on dif- 
ferent works, besides found attempted ex- 
piosions and three cases of tampering 
with machinery. There were explosions 
in Cleveland, where some girders were 
blown up; at Elsdon, Ill., where a build- 
ing was wrecked; in Clinton, Io., on a 
railroad bridge; on a Pittsburg construc- 
‘tion job at Chicago; on a bridge across 
the Raritan River at Perth Amboy, N. 
J.; on a B. & O. bridge near Bradshaw, 
Md.; on the Chelsea pliers in the city 

Of New York; in bridge materials for 
the American Bridge Company in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad yards at Phila- 
delphia; on a bridge over the Miami 
River at Dayton, O.; on railroad bridges 
or viaducts at Bay Chester, N. Y., Atkin, 
Md., Somerset, Mass., Buffalo, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis. and in buildings at 
Cleveland and Kansas City—and so on. 
On the night of July 1 a bridge was 
blown up on the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
at Buffalo just a few minutes before 
@ passenger train was due, and the train 
was stopped within 200 feet of plunging 
in the wreck and killing the passengers. 

Conditions Bed as War. 
“é HE thing got so bad that a war 

a. wouldn't havé been much worse. 

For 1908 and down to the time 
of the Peoria affair in September, 1910, 
we made a list of % destructive explos- 
fons, three other unsucceasful attempts, 
and seven assaults on workmen. A via- 
duct in Hoboken, N. J., was blown up 

March 1908, by a charge of dynamite 
that wrecked several neighboring build- 
ings and nearly killed a number of peo- 

_ ple who lived around there. A viaduct 
_ over-the New York Central tracts in 
Buffalo, N. Y.. was wrecked in Octo- 
‘ber, 1999, by an explosion that drove 


Pane of a bridge column through the 


_ ¥alls of the nearby houses, A trestle for 
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a street railway in Pittsburg was blown 
up in the night of July 15, 1910, and if 
a street car had been passing at the 
time all on board might have been 
killed. 

Four Explosions in Indianapolis«. 
4¢7N Indianapolis early in the morn- 

ing of Oct. 26, 190%, four simul- 

taneous explosions wrecked build- 
ings on which a contractor named Von 
Spreckelson was working. One dam- 
aged the Central Union Exchange build- 
ing, another the public library building, 
a third Von Spreckelson's planing mill, 
and the fourth his barn; the latter took 
fire from the explosion and _ burned 
horses, Carriages and automobiles. 

‘A New York Central bridge across 
East Ferry street in Buffalo was dyna- 
mited, in mistake apparently for an 
‘open shop’ bridge tnat was being built 
near by. Materials belonging to the 
Pennsylvania Steel Co. were dynamited 
on a pier in New York City in May, 
1910, and after the explosion parts of 
an alarm clock and a dry battery were 
found, indicating the clockwork bomb. 
There were other explosions in Chicago, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Pittsburg, Philadel- 
phia, Cincinnati, Kansas City, Boston, 
Detroit, Salt Lake City, Omaha, Green 
Bay, Wis., Steubenville, O., Indiana 
Harbor, Ind., Mount Vernon, IIl., Dav- 
enport, Io., Greenville, N. J., Superior, 
Wis., Clinton, Ind., and elsewhere. 
After an explosion in the plant of the 
Pan-American Bridge Co. at Newcastle 
Ind., the works wére unionized’ and a 
member of the Executive Committee of 
the International Association of Iron 
Workers assured the general manager 
that the compuny wouldn’t be molested 
again. 


Many Searched in Vain, 
66 OW, of course’’—he put up his 
N notebook and _ took off his 
glasses-—-‘‘of course. all these 
plants and buildings and bridges and 
viaducts weren't being destroved with- 
out some attempt being made by the 
companies to find out who was destroy- 
ing them. A number of different de- 
tective agencies hadbeen put on the 
trail. One had drawn $40,000 without 
turning up a dynamiter. Some of the 
city authorities had offered big rewards 
—the Mayor of Indianapolis had offered 
$10,000 for the men responsible for the 
Von Spreckelson explosions. But the 
detective agencies had kept turning in 
reports of the ‘to be continued’ sort 
—just going to catch the villain in the 
next chapter al) the time—and there 
didn’t seem to be any prospect of ar- 
resting any one, much less of stop- 
ping the explosions. Consequently, you 
see, the call from McClintic, Marshall & 
Co. put me on my mettle. I resolved to 
get those dynamiters and to get the 
‘higherups,’ if there were any behind 
them.’’ 

He threw out an emphatic forefinger. 
“I’m no respecter of persons when 
they’re criminals. If I had found evi- 
dence in this case to implicate the pres- 
ident of the largest corporation in the 
United States and the Board of Direc- 
‘tors, I'd have been right after them all. 
That’s my business, my calling. I’m 
conducting a detective agency. When 
I'm employed to find out who com- 
mitted a crime I go out to find him. I 
don’t care a row of red apples who he 
is or where he is. The people who call 
me an ‘enemy to ‘labor’ for running 
down these dynamiters are as muddle 
headed as the jawsmiths in San Fran- 
cisco who called me an ‘enemy of cap- 
ital’ for going after the big fellows in 
the graft investigation out there. When 
I have my case against a criminal I 
put the clamps on him just as quick 
whether he has diamond rings on his 
fingers or callouses as big as hoofs. 
That’s none of my affair.’’ 


Find Clock Bomb in Peorta. 

HEN he had relieved his indigna- 
\W tion against the men who had 

been accusing him of “conspiring 
with capital to crush labor’’—and had 
rounded out his opinion of them in two 
or three sentences of comprehensive and 
sOul-satisfying invective—he continued 
with the Peoria case: 

“The explosions at the Lucas foundry 
hadn't left any clew to anything there; 
but in the railroad vards at East Peoria, 
among the bridge girders, a watchman 
had picked up an unexploded clock-work 
bomb. Now, then!’’ He plucked up his 
shirt sleeves to clear his wrists for ex- 
planations. ‘“‘They had sawed out a piete 
of board about the width of a _ barrel 
stave and, say, nine.inches long, and 
they had fastened a small dry battery 
to it with wires that held the battery 
lying on its side. [n front of the bat- 
tery they had fastened a little alarm 
clock. There was the usual thumb key 
on the back of the clock to wind the 
alarm, and they had soldered to the 
flap of this thumb key a thin strip of 
metal bent down in such a way that if 
the kev were turned the strip would 
make a contact with another strip that 
had been attached to one of the poles 
of the battery. <A telephone wire led 
from the clock to a 10-quart can of nitro- 
givcerin, and there was a fulminating 
cap on the end of it, In the glycerin. 
Another wire completed the circuit from 
the battery into the cap. 


46 ELL, here we had their ma- 
\V chine, and we went over it 
and over it, without finding 
anything that we could lead out from. 
It had been made as prettily as a toy. 
and it was evident that the man who 
had made it was expert with his tools 
and took joy in his work. The solder- 
ing Was ‘professional.’ The wiring was 
neat. The clock was small enough to 
be a size for the battery, and the wooi- 
en base had been sawed down to be an 
exact fit. It was all new and bright 
You could imagine the man who made 
it holding it off on the palm of his hand 
and putting his head on one side and 
being proud of it. 

“The trouble with it was that every- 
thing about it was common hardware 
stock, There was no home-made evi- 
dence to start a suspicion from. It waa 
like trylug to identify a man by a new 
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DETECTIVE - 
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pair of shoes that he had made him- 
self and never worn; all you could tell 
of them was that he must have been 
a cobbler. And yet, as the case turned 
out, that clock and battery eontrivance 
made ‘the rope to hang him.’ 

“At first sight the nitroglycerin can 
looked more impertant for us: It had 
evidertly been made especially for its 
purpose, out of an extra heavy tin. Gn 
the metal was stamped an inscription 
—with the letters reversed so that they 
would read correctly only from the in- 
side of the can. 

Some of Clews Discovered. 
66 UT here again there was no la- 

RB bel. The stamp in the tin was 

obviously put there by the ma- 
ker of the metal. And there was noth- 
ing to show where the glycerin had been 
purchased. 

“In a field beside the railway yards 
cone of our operatives found a wooden 
box in which the glycerin can had been 
packed in sawdust. He gathered a sam- 
ple of the sawdust and put it aside. 
All sawdust looks alike to you, prob- 
ably. But that sample of sawdust 
proved to be another ‘clincher.’ 

‘‘An examination of the box showed 
that it had been constructed of two 
boxes of equal size: the ends of both 
had: been knocked out and the sides 
joined together with cleats. One box 
was marked ‘NEO black’ and the oth- 
er ‘NED purple.’ Our operative con- 
cluded that they had probably contained 
either paint or ink. Ink suggested the 
‘Neo-style.’ He found that there was 
an agent for that machine in Peoria, 
and he hunted up the shop. There were 
a number of discarded boxes in the 
man’s cel'ar, but he set no value on 
them: he gave them away to anyone 
who asked for them, and they Were even 
to be had without the asking. That 
clew ran out, consequently.

Seeking Trace of Dynamiters. 
on 


dé HILE we were working 
\VV these various ‘leads,’ a num- 
ber of our men had been busy 
in Peoria and its vicinity, trying to find 
some traces of the dynamiters, either at 
livery stables where they might have 
hired a wagon, or at hotels where they 
might have stopped, or in. the neighbor- 
hood of the vards or the foundry where 
they might have heen seen. Nothing 
was discovered. We ran down a number 
of suspicions of different people in Pe- 
oria, and found that they couldn't have 
been implicated. And by a process of 
elimination it became evident enough 
that the dynamiters had driven to Pe- 
orila—in an automobile, probably—with 
a supply of their bombs, and placed 
these and set the alarm clock hours be- 
fore the explosions and made a clear 
‘get-away’ in their car without attract- 
ing any notice. 

“However, we had been finding out 
some things about nitroglycerin. It can't 
lawfully be shipped on the railroads. If 
it's delivered at all. it goes by horse and 
wagon, from the factory. It seldom 
travels far from the place of its manu- 
facture, because of the danger of han- 
dling it. Besides, there is no standard 
can for the trade. Every manufacturer 
makes his own cans, and the cans are 
more or less distinctive. 

Facte That Preved Determinative. 
64 HESE apparently unimportant 

2 facts proved highly determin.- 
tive. 

“There was a man named M. J. More- 
hart, agent for the Independent Tor- 
pede Co. in Portland, Ind., about 200 
miles from Peoria. He read the de- 
scription of the can, as. circulated in 
the newspapers, and he suspected that 
it might be one of his. He was brought 
to Peoria. and he at once recognized the 
can as one that had come from his fac- 
tory. 

“That was our beginning. Things be- 
gan at once to unravel. We found that 
on Aug. 20 a man calling himself ‘J. 
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“Peoria owned 


W. McGraw’ had seen Morehart in 
Portland and asked wholesale prices ou 
nitroglycerin and arranged for the pur- 
chase of 100 quarts, to be used, he said, 
in a quarry owned by ‘G. W. Clark 
of Indianapolis, on rock that was ‘too 
hord to dynamite.’ His story was plaus- 
ible. He haggled about the price. He 
talked of having bought glycerin in 
wholesale quantities from another 
agent of the company. He was busi- 
nesslike in his negotiations, and he left 
Mcrehart without givirg cause for any 
suspicion. 
Tracing the Nitrogiycerin. 
66 N Aug. 29 he telephoned -from 
C) Muncie, Ind., and arranged tu 
accept delivery of 100 quarts 
from Morehart 
outside Albany, 


of nitroglycerin 
on the highway 
Ind., since the law forbade the trans- 
fer of the explosive within the town 
limits. He met Morehart on the countv 
road in the appointed spot, with a light 
express wagon, containing two packin. 
cases, some sawdust and a long-handle.! 
shovel; and Morehart helped him pac« 
the 10 10-quart tins in his boxes, with 
the sawdust around them. He paid 
Morehart $130 for the 100 quarts, giv- 
ing him about half of a roll of bills 
from his pocket to make up that 
amount, and he explained, at parting, 
that he was going to drive to Muncie 
and transfer the explosive to an au- 
tomobile and take it on to Peoria. That 
was the last Morehart saw of him. 
“We went Muncie and found the 
hotel where he had registered as ‘J. 
W.. McGraw.’ and we took a tracing of 
his handwriting. We found the livery 
stable where he had hired the express 
wagon, and the store where he _ had 
bought the shovel, and the farm yard 
where he had stolen the sawdust from 
a pile beside a new barn. There was 
sawdust still in the bottom of the wag- 
on, and sawdust at the roadside where 
he and Morehart had packed the cans; 
and all this sawdust matched the sam- 
ple taken from the discarded ‘Neostyle’ 
hox in Peoria. We traced him back to 
Muncie, traced two men in an auto 
eut of Muncie to the Illinois River, and 
there we lost them. ie 
Clinching Evidence Against “McGraw” 


66 O, as the result of about three 
J weeks work, we had several! 
good descriptions of ‘J. W. Mc- 


Graw, «4 specimen of his handwriting, a 
plain trail connecting him with the Pe- 
oria explosions, and one of his clock- 
work bombs. We had arrived also at 
the probability that he was one of a 
band of men who were using nitro- 
glycerin in large quantities, and making 
‘infernal machines’ with the skill that 
comes only from experience, and ranging 
long distances in their operations, and 
xoing Well supplied with money for their 
work. 

“Now, as | 
‘McGraw’ had 


to 


told you a moment ago, 

told Morehart that he 
wanted the glycerin for a ‘quarry’ in 
by W. Clark’ of In- 
dianapolis. The fact that ‘McGraw’ had 
actually gone to Peoria showed that he 
wasn't a fertile liar. It seemed likely 
that he might have been equally clumsy 
in mentioning Indianapolis. That's ex- 
actly the sort of little clew that a 
criminal is sometimes caught by. 

“Our operative, Detective Allen, who 
had opened the trail in Peoria, went to 
Indianapolis to search for ‘G. W. Clark,’ 
an owner of stone quarries. There wasn’t 
any such man to be discovered in. In- 
dianapolis. But there were tracks of 
two men, one of whom answered the de- 
scription of ‘McGraw,’ in certain quar- 
ters in Indianapolis; and these two men 
had been overheard talking familiarly 
of a John J. McNamara, secretary-treas- 
urer of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers.

‘‘We had learned in Peoria that some 
time before the explosion in the railway 
yards John J. McNamara, the secretary- 
treasurer, and H. S. Hockin, a member 
of the Executive Committee, had cal'ed 
on a railroad official in Peoria and 
warned him that unless the work on the 
bridge were unionized there would be 
trouble. 1 detailed a number of our 
operatives to watch the union’s head- 
quarters in Indianapolis, to shadow John 
J. McNamara, and to ‘run out’ every- 
ore with whom he connected.” 


Burns who was talking now was 
Burns who had gone smiling 
the streets of Indianapo- 
Neither was it the indig- 
nant Burns of the dominating  per- 
sonality. His eyes had puckered in keen 
writkles; he rubbed his thumb down the 
eige of his jaw, thoughtfully, protrud- 
ine his chin; he picked out his sentences 
as carefully as if he were on the wit- 
ness stand.

Story of “Times” Explosion. : 


E drew down the blind on the car 
H window—against the afternoon 
sun—and squared his shoulders 
into the corner of the seat. “It was 
well on towards the end of September 
before we concentrated on Indianapo- 
lis,” ‘he said. ‘‘And on the first of Oc- 
tober the Times Building in Los An- 
geles, Cal., was dynamited. 

“At 1 o’clock in the morning of Oct. 
1, while the printers and stereotypers 
and the office staff of the Times were 
getting out the morning issue of the pa- 
per, there was a terrific explosion in 
an interior alley behind the building. 
It blew Cown almost the whole of the 
south wall. Some of the more heavily 
weighted floors collapsed. Fire sprang 
up from the basement, and before help 
could arrive from the fire department, 
the wrecked building was in flames. 
Twenty-one bodies were taken from the 
ruins—bodies of men who had _ been 
either killed by the exp'vsion or burned 
to death. All of them were heads of 
families, with wives and children de- 
pending on them. Some of them were 
union men, and none of them, as far as 1 
have been able to learn, had been guilty 
of anv offense against union labor or 
anything else. 

Bomb Under Gen. Otis’ House. 


dé HILE the police were still hold- 
\W ing back the hysterical wives 

and relatives outside the fire 
iines, later in the morning, word came 
that another bomb had been found in 
the basement of Gen. Otis’ home—Har- 
rison:Gray Otis, the owner of the news- 
paper. The gardener had found it—a 
suit case—and telephoned to the police. 
A couple of detectives went up and 
carried the suit case into the road and 
started to cut it open with a knife. They 
heard the alarm whip, and they ran. The 
thing exploded and left nothing but a 
hole in the ground. 

“Then a third bomb was found be- 
side the house of the secretary of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Asocia- 
tion of Los Angeles. A police officer 
went there and cut the wires that con- 
nected the battery with the fulminating 
cap in the dynamite, and this bomb 
was saved. It proved to be an exact du- 
plicate of the one that we had found in 
Peoria—baitery, clock and all. . The 
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alarm had been set for 1 e clock—the 


same as on the Times Building—but I 


understand that it had been wound teo 
tight. 
Los Angeles in a Panic. 
66 HERE had been a strike of the 
2 iron workers in. Los Angeles. 
and the Merchants and Mann- 
facturers’ Association had been helping 
in the fight for the ‘open shop.’ So had 
Gen. Otis in his newspaper. An ‘ant'- 
picket law’ had been passed, and ther 
had been a number of arrests under it. 
and a union labor leader had been im- 
prisoned for assaulting a nonunion 
workman, and altogether things hai 
been pretty warm. When the two 
bombs were found, after the explosion, 
the town went panicky. It looked as if 
some madman were loose with enougii 
dynamite to destroy all Los Angeles, 

‘“T was on my way there to attend 
the annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association—whose detective 
work is all d@ne by our agency—when 
I got a wire that Mayor Alexander of 
Los Angeles wanted me to undertake 
the investigation of the dynamiting. I 
telegraphed our operative, Detective Al- 
len, to come on from Indianapolis, be- 
cause he would be able to identify the 
bomb if it were one of the ‘McGYaw’ 
pattern. And after a meeting with the 
Mayor I started to work. 

Trail Plain to Follow. 
64 HE trail was as plain as the 

E lines in the palm of your hand. 

The dynamite in the bomb was 
a high explosive—80 per cent—gelati':. 
And dynamite of that grade is little 
used and is invariably made to order. 
We soon found the office of a powder 
company in San Francisco where the or- 
der for it had been taken. On Sept. 2% 
a man giving the name of ‘Leonard’ 
had called there to purchase dynamite 
for his employer, ‘J. -B. Bryce,’ and 
he had asked for the 80 per cent. They 
asked him what he wanted it for. He 
said he wanted it to blow up stumps 
with. They objected that it was tov 
powerful and dangerous an explosive 1o 
be used for that purpose. He replied 
that there were some bowlders to be 
bldsted, too, and that anyway ‘Bryce’ 
wanted the 380 per cent and he had to 
get it. 

“Later ‘Leonard’ ‘and ‘Bryce’ called 
together and paid for 1000 pounds of 
per cent and took a receipt, and were 
told the explosive would be delivered tu 
them at the company’s works in Giant. 
Cal. The officials of the powder com- 
pany had been made suspicious by the 
actions of the men, and they warned 
the secret service department of tie 
Southern Pacific Railroad of the pur- 
chase of the dyuamite—because § they 
thought it might be used to wreck a 
train. When the dynamite was ready 
for delivery they warned the railroa‘’ 
Jetectives again, but no attention was 
paid to them. 

Tracing the Dynamite. 
66 HE men called to get the dyna- 
T mite at the factory in Giant. 
but they came without the 
proper order for delivery from the San 
Francisco office.. A third man, giving 
the name of ‘Morris," was set to get 
the order. Then the three arrived to- 
gether in a small power boat to cerrv 
away the explosive from tie Giant 
works and no more was seen of them. 

‘‘We found the place where the boat 
had been hired; we discovered that the 
dynamiters had changed the name from 
the Peerless to the Pastime, and we 
traced it in its cruises from place to 
place. We turned up the remainder of 
the dynamite in a house in South San 
Francisco,- where all but one or two 
boxes were atill stored, each box 
wrapped in burlap and all covered over 
with a tarpaulin that bore the name 
of the maker. He identified it as one 
that had been bought by a man named 
‘Cap’—the man ‘Morris,’ who had called 
for the order for the delivery of the 
dynamite. ’Cap’ had actually given the 
tarpaulin dealer his home address, and 
there we found that he was a, David 
Caplan, a San Franciscan, who had 
never had any connection, apparently, 
with the labor unions. 

Chicago Man Involved. 

64 E had ro difficulty then in 
\VV identify¥ing ‘Leonard’ as M. 
A. Schmidt, a former Chica- 

goan who had been rooming in a house 
in Mission street. He had at one time 
been a member of the Mill Worker's 
union in Chicago, but he had apparently 
not been connected with the unions on 
the coast. Awd finally we found where 

‘J. B. Bryce’ had been rooming, too: 
but we could learn nothing of him, ex- 
cept that he was apparently the leader 
of the three. 

“Of course they had all disappeared 
and I can’t tell vou how far we trailed 
them, nor where we lost them--for 
reasons of policy. There’s some of this 
story that can’t be told till it’s told at 
the trial. We don't want anybody ar- 
ranging any alibis in adva-oce. 

“One thing that puzzled us was the 
fact that no one answering the descrip- 
tion of ‘McGraw’ of the Peoria explosion 
had been working on the Los Angeles 
explosion: yet the two bombs were ex- 
actly alike. 

“Now see how simply my ‘theory’ 
worked out. ‘McGraw’ hadn't been con- 
cerned in the Los Angeles affair, and he 
didn't know that evervone hadn't for- 
gctten about the Peoria explosions, so 
he came back to Indianapolis to get into 
tuuch with John J. McNamara, the sec- 
reiaiy-treasurer, and our men recog- 
nized him as answering the description 
trat we had of ‘McGraw,’ and they pro- 
ceeded to ‘tail’ him. They ‘took him’ 
back to Chicago, where he had his wife 
and family. His rea! name proved to be 
McManigal—Ortie McManigal—and we 
investigated him and put another squad 
of operatives to watch him and his 
hovae. 

“One day he took a train to a place 
called Kenosha, in Wisconsin. and our 
men followed him and saw him meet @ 
taar. who answered the description of ‘J. 
R. Bryce’ of the Los Angeles trail. 
‘Mryce’ turned out to be Jim McNamara, 
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a brother of the secretary-treasurer. 

living with his mother in Cincinnati. 

And after that, wherever those men 

went, night or day, singly or together, 

they had a bodyguard of operatives tail- 
ing thém. 

Tracked Men for Months. 

ND there’s the trick that so'ves 
most of the detective mysteries 
these days—the ‘tailing.’ It’s 

what good palming is to sleight of hand. 

It'« the thing the operative has to learn 

betore he can move on a case at all. 

Ye has to learn to follow a man on the 

street, in railroad trains, on street Cars, 

ir hotels, picking him up and dropping 
birn and picking him up again, without 
ever really losing sight of him and with- 
cut ever being seer or suspected him- 
self. We kept track of McManigle and 

Jim McNamara in that way for months. 

Our men even followed them on a hunt- 

ing trip, and ‘roped’ them, as we say— 

made friends with them and camped and 
hu:ted with them. We got a whole- 
some respect for Ortie McManigal’s and 

Jim McNamara’s ability with a gun, 

toc. They cou'd stand off at a good dis- 

tance and roll a tomato can ajong the 
ground with revolver shots. 
Planning the Arrests, 

66 ELL, so it went on, until I de- 

\VV cided that we had all the evi- 
dence we needed and couldn't 

get any more without an expenditure 
that I couldn't afford to make« We de- 
termined to arrest the dynamiters the 
next time they went on a ‘job, and we 
planned to take McManigal and the two 

McNamaras together, or simultaneously, 

so that no one would be able to warn 

the others; or remain (ree to destruv 
the evidence that we thought we'd find 
if we could get to it first. 

“In a campaign of this sort the arrest 
is as important a piece of letective 
work as anything in the whole b.isiness. 

“On April 1) our operatives, fullowing 
McManigal and Jim McNamara from 
Chicago and Cincinnati, met in Toledo 
and wired us: ‘Number one met number 
two.’ That was our signul to begin. 1 
went to Chief of Detectives Capt. Steph- 
en B. Woods at Chicago police head- 
quarters to get assistance, and I fent 
my son Raymond, the manager of our 
Chicago office, with more of cur men 
and two Chicago officers t. Tvledo, w th 
instructi ize the dynamuters, if 
possible, with the bombs in their hands. 
Our party registered at a hotel opposite 
the one in which McNamara and Me- 
McManigal were stopping, and watched 
them all day. It became apparent that 
they were not going to do iny dynamit- 
ing in Toledo. Next morning they went 
to the railroad station and bought tick- 
ets for Detroit. They wetched ul! the 
last moment before they got on the 
train—to be sure that they were not fvl- 
lowed! 

Feared Great Loas of Life. 

r HEY sat in a day coach full of 

T women and children, and they 
had suit cases that presumably 
contained dynamite—besides being fully 
armed, of course—and our detectives de- 
cided not to tackle them where a blunder 
might cause a great loss of life. Coming 
into Detroit, they showed a good deal 
too much interest in several bridges that 
they passed. It became plain that De- 
treit was to be their objective point. As 

a matter of fact, we learned later that 

they had five ‘jobs’ to do there! 

“When the train stopped, they got 
off and scrutinized everyone who came 
out of the cars, and then they wandered 
around the streets rather aimlessly un- 
til they came to the Oxford Motel. Our 
men watched them register and argue 
with the clerk—who wasn't able to give 
them a room right away—and then they 
checked their suit cases. That was the 
cue for the arrest. The lobby was crowd- 
ed with a theatrical troupe and McNa- 
mara elbowed his way through towards 
the door, with McManigal following. 
McManigal! was in handcuffs before Mc- 
Namara missed him. We grabbed Mc- 
Namara at the door. As it happened, 
they had left their revolvers in their 
cult cases—along with a rifle that was 
fitted with a Maxim ‘silencer’ for pick- 
ing off night watchmen, six clock bat- 
teries of the Los Angeles and Peoria 
pattern, slightly improved, caps, wires, 
tools, and even a battery tester. ‘Well, 
what the hell's the matter?’’ McNamara 
kept demanding. ‘What's this for?’ 

Charged With Safe Blowing. 

‘6 E had arranged to take them 

\W on a charge of safe biowing, 
because we were arresting at 

the same time some twelve yveggmen 
who were wanted for cracking safes in 
banks belonging to the American Bank- 
ers’ Association; and we made _ the 
charge to them that they had blown 
open a safe in Chicago on the previous 

Saturday night—knowing that McMan- 

igal had been down on State street in 

(‘hicago, Saturday night shopping with 

his wife «nd children, and belleving that 

he would think he could easily prove 
an alibi on the charge. We took them 
to the Detroit Police Station and made 
this charge against them, and—as we 
had expected—MceManigal agreed to sign 

a waiver and return with us to Chicago 

M.Namara stood out for his ‘rights,’ but 

McManigal persuaded him to sign, too, 

and come along. And he came.” 

Confessed Without Third Degree. 


64 CMANIGAL, when I saw him, 
he was rolling cigarettes and 
smoking nervously. I warned 
him as to his rights, as I had warned 
McNamara; and then I went over the 
case with him, telling him where he had 
been and what he had been doing for 
months past, and proving to him that 
we had a perfect and complete case 
against him, then left him, saying that 
if he concluded he wanted to see me he 
could send for me. A few hours later 
he sent for me and gave me the truth 
about the whole conspiracy. There was 
no ‘third degree’ used. I have never 
used it in my lfe. 

“It was necessary to wait for the ex- 
tradition paners from California before 
we colld proceed with our arrests. Me- 
Manigai and Jim McNamara had been 
caught red handed—but John J. Me- 
Namara was another sort of game. 
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knew that we could not expect to find 
him carrying bombs in a handbag. We 
knew that if we arresied him prema- 
turely, without the papers from Los An- 
geles technically perfect to hold him, he 
would get out of jail on a bond and de- 
stroy any evidence of his complietty, 
and finally escape us. 


Afraid of Alarming Others. | 
64T\UT while we were waiting we 
RB had to prevent him from tak- 
ing alarm. Our men who were 
watching him reported that he seemed 
Wortied and uneasy. There had been 
nu explosion in Detroit. The two dyna- 
miiers, of course, couldn't send him any 
explanations. Their silence would 
suspicious, y 
“I got McMahigal to write a note 
his wife telling her that ‘everything 
O K,’ and I sent the letter to 
and had it mailed back from there,- 
was Calculating that, no matter 
werried J. J. McNamara might be 
his brother and McManigal, he would 
not be in any fear for himself. He 
ould suppose that the two men, if 
caught, wou!d ‘stand pat,’ and trust to 
kim and their other frien@s to assist 
tuem at their trial. He wouldn't guess— 
any more than McManigal had guessed— 
how complete our case, was against him. - 
‘“‘When the papers arrived, they weri 
brought by the Assistant Prosecutin| 
attorney of Los Angeles, with two’ Lo 
Angeles police detectives and a Deput 
Sheriff. We went to Indianapolis an: 
appeared before the Governor. He foun 
the papers correct, and necessarily he 
authorized the warrant for McNamara’ 
aivest. That warrant was taken by thi 
ios Angeles officer and presented by 
him to the Chief of Police of Indlianap- 
clia, who detailed two of his men tf 
tave McNamara into custody. 
“T accompanied them to the headquar- 
tcrs of the Iron Workers’ Union, wher 
tle Executive Committee had been in 
session all week. We knew from out 
men that John J. McNamara was sti 
there. An Indianapolis officer knocked 
et the door and asked for McNamara. 
Tle man who had answered the knock 
said: ‘I am that gentleman.’ The offi- 
cer replied: ‘The Chief of Police wants 
te see you.’ 
Barn Full of Dynamite. 
(4 Ae answered our summons at 





the door. He was in appear- 

ance a mechanic, as he was it 
fact, for he was an iron worker and 
member of the union. We asked him to 
take us to his barn. It was aow 7 
o'clock in the evening and growin 
dark. When we entered the barn w 
saw a piano box in one corner of it. 
‘Jones,’ I said, ‘whose box is that? 
Whom does it belong to?’ : 

‘He replied, ‘To J. J. McNamara.’ 

‘What is it doing here?’ 

‘Why he has it to keep books fn.’ 

‘What sort of books?’ ' | 

‘Records—the union's old Dooks.’ — 

‘*“Didn’t you know thete was dyna- 
mité in it?’ 

“‘No! He grew so frightened that 
he could scarcely answer. ’ 

“The box was locked with a heavy 
padlock. We opened it with one of the 
keys that we had found on Jim Me- 
Namara in Detroit. In the sawdust 
with which the box was packed were 
40 pounds of dynamite and a mali 
tin of nitroglycerin. | 

“Our next step was to make speed 
back to the American Central Life 
Building, where the police officers were 
still on guard at the doors of tae Exec- 
utive Committee's council] room. here 
we found a safe which the union of- 
ficlals declared themselves unable to 
open. The Superintendent of Police sent: 
for an expert safe cracker. When “he 
safe had been 4rilled and forced the 
books were taken from :t for examina- 
tion. And all this was done by avthor- 
ity of search warrants in a criminal 
case. 
| . Factory for Infernal Machines. 
b6 HEN we proceeded to the base- 

ag ment, where the union had a 

sort of ‘vault’ that had been 
puilt by Secretary McNamara’s orders 
—for the storage of more ‘hooks’ ap- 
parently. None of the keys in my pos- 
session would open it. A police offcer 
forced the clasp of the padlock, and we 
on the flour inside, four pack- 
ages containing, in all, ebout eighty 
pounds of dynamite, each pa kage 
wrapped in newspapers, and « corner of 
each torn open as if to make a hole for 
the insertion of a fuse. 

“We found also 14 of the little aiarn 
clocks that were used to expliofe the 
bombs, a box of fulminating “aps, some 
vards of insulated wire, a number of the 
metal «trips that were to be attached to 
the thumb kevs of the alarm clocks, and 
some odds and ends of electrical ap- 
paratus to be used In the manufacture 
of ‘infernal machines.’ 

‘We found on the bureau of John J. 
McNamara’s bedroom, in his boarding 
house, another of the little alarm «iecks; 
and the police of Cincinnati found sools, 
wire, a battery tester and a wt of in- 
teresting correspondence in Jim Me- 
Namara’s house.

OU have asked me my opinion regarding 
the manner in which American ladies 
dress themselves—the qualities I find 

and the defects I observe. 

I do not believe that the ladies of any other 
nation spend as much on dress as American 
ladies spend. They are willing to pay the price, 
and they get the best. They certainly wear the 
richest dresses in the world. 

In regard to taste, one can only speak in gen- 
eralities.. Taste is an individual (expression. 
Generally speaking, the American lady who comes 
to Paris dresses with as yood taste as can be 
found anywhere, and this quality of good taste 
is to be particularly remarked in the dresses 
of those American ladies who make their home 
in Paris. 

If I confine myself to generalities and discuss 
the American lady and her dresses in the aggre- 
gate, | can see nothing to find fault with. 

American ladies are generally well corseted, 
which is all important in this matter. 

They have good figures. 

They carry themselves we!!. 

They wear their fine clothes better.than any 
one else in the .world. 

It is probably true that the French lady can 
dress better or as well as the American lady on 
a small sum of money, but this again is dué not 
so much to the wearer of the dress as it is to 
the maker, for it is certainly true that in Paris 
one finds in all grades the best dressmakers in 
the world. 

This leads me to a criticism | 
American ladies are too disposed to 
model from a well-known house rather than sive 
the time and thought necessary to having dresses 
made for themselves. 

These models are naturally repeated 
times for many people, with difference in tones, 
so that the origina] effect is lost, and a mode! 
is often bought by a person it does not suit, or so 
badly copied that it is worse than ruined. 

For those ladies who buy their 
America it is of course more difficult to get that 
perfection of combination of artistic designing 
and artistic workmanship, which can be obtained 


make.

only in Paris. 

The Americans may say what they please about 
it, but it is impossible to reproduce in America 
those dresses that one can get in Paris. I do not 
mean an individual dress, of course. I am speak- 
ing on a general basis. 

There is an atmosphere here in Paris which no 
other city has, and which communicates itself to 
artistic expression, and this atmosphere is 4s 
noticeable in dresses as it is in pictures. Per- 
sonally I do not hesitate to declare that I could 
not in New York or in London achieve the same 
results in creating dresses as I can achieve here. 

It is simply something indescribable, that ex- 
ists, and which, because we can feel it and can- 
it or touch it, we cal] atmosphere. 
perfectly well aware that they get the 
leading Paris models in New York practically 
as soon as they are shown here, but it is almost 
an impossibility to repeat these models in the 
same way that they are repeated in the hands of 
French workers. 

The various combinations that go to make up 
a dress, if by any chance the model is changed in 

color, are never the same when made 
outside of Paris. No, those happy com- 
binationg that are in a large measure the 
dress itself are made only here. 


I can give you a striking example, i!- 
lustrated by the photograph of Mme. 
Pierat of the Comedie Francaise in “Les 
Marionnettes.” This is the Tamous dress 
that has been copied all over the world, 
the first one to have the shoulders dif- 
ferent—one embroidered, the other plain. 

Now I have seen that dress, which is

Why should there be a type? It is the individ- 
ual who makeg business, not business that moulds 
the individual. A dozen different artists, if they 
were asked each to name a dozen American busi- 
mess men whom they regarded as typical, would 
probably give you twelve different lists of names 
that you never heard of, and if there were among 
these any points of physical similarity it would 
be merely a case of accidental eoincidence. 

I have repeatedly expressed my conviction that 
if people want really typical portraits these must 
be painted by artists of their own people. A por- 
trait must have character, and only a painter 
painting his own people can give this. It has 
always been so. The Dutch painted the Dutch, 
the English the English, the Spanish the Span- 
ish, and so gave the world its permanent master- 
pieces and artistic documents. 

Another thing I have said—dangerous, I know, 
but true—applies this racial and nationa] theory 
to portraits of women. I should never commis- 
sion a European boulevardier to paint a portrait 
of any American woman.

Y first impulse, on hearing the question, 
was to say that there is no such a thing 
as the American type of business face. 

But in looking over the pictures of men on the 
walls of our galleries, I find that there really is 
such a type. W. E. Howett, manufacturer, is the 


American business type as I see it. 
Now these men, whose photographs I have 


studied, may be business men, strictly speak- 
ing. Some of them I know are not. Yet they 


are of a type that suggests the American busi- 
ness man to me, although I can not exactly de- 
fine the suggestion or tell from where it comes. 

A: a matter of fact, some of our most 


‘guccessful business men would be distinctly dis- 


ippointing to one who sought them out as 
representatives of the type. Some look like 
ministers and others like physicians, attorneys 
or college professors. On the other hand, many 
of our leading ministers, physicians, attorneys 
and professors look like this type that appeals 
to me as that of the business man. 

The American business type is pleasing. It 
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A paragraph in the news suggested this page: 

‘‘Theodore Molkenboer, a court painter of Holland, hag 
come to this country for the express purpose of painting 
the face of the American business man.”’ 

THE BUSINESS FACE? 

What is it? Is there a type? Are there pictures in 
the art galleries of which people will say: ‘‘There is a 
business face.’’ 

Can you look over a heterogenous crowd and pick out an 
individual and say: ‘‘There is an American business man.’’ 

A novel test was decided on. 

Three Sunday Post-Dispatch artists—Dan Smith, Con- 
rey and Cesare—received this instruction :. ‘‘ Draw the face 
of an American business man.’’ That was all. Not by a 
single word was the instruction amplified. 

J. C. Strauss and W. T. Kandeler, photographers, were 
asked to select photographed faces that they considered 
typical of the American business man. 

To William M. Chase, a St. Louisan who has attained 
renown as a portrait painter, went the request: ‘‘ Please 
select from your portraits the typical face of the American 
business man.’’ 

All of the artists—painter and illustrators—protested 
that there was no type. Yet here in this page are the pic- 


tures the illustrators drew, remarkable in their similarity, 
remarkable in their differences. Here 








also are the types selected by the 
photographers. Looking at these pic- 
tures one can only say that the. Ameri- 
can business man has a high forehead, 
a firm chin and eyes that show con- 
centration.
